Seattle 
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New York’s Greatest Holstein Show 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE Holstein show at New York State Fair, while 
T not the largest in the history of this great show, was 

undoubtedly of the highest quality ever seen here. 
The numbers actually shown in the individual classes 
totalled 217, which, in addition to 106 calf club animals, 
a part of which were shown in the open classes, gave our 
breed the dominating position in a cattle show that over- 
flowed the limits of the stabling accommodations, being 
well ahead of the Ayrshires who were in second place, both 
considerably exceeding the Jersey regional show, with the 
Guernseys in fourth place for numbers. There was 
stronger representation from out of the state than usual 
for our breed, the Wisconsin Board of Control continuing 
their successful eastern invasion with Hurlwood, Quon- 
Quont and Knowles coming over from Massachusetts, 
saker Farm from New Hampshire, R. E. Eddy from Ver- 
mont, and T. J. Watson, a new-comer, from New Jersey. 
Although Yates Farms were absent for the first time in a 


number of years, the home forces rendered a good ac- 
count of themselves and the display of New York Hol- 


steins, built largely around the county herd contest, was 
the most satisfactory in all of the years this class has 
been in operation, with higher average quality and a much 
smaller percentage of discreditable animals. This con- 
dition reflects the improvement of the breed in type and 
likewise the advancement of our breeders in knowledge 
of type. 

Altogether, thirty-seven exhibitors succeeded in break- 
ing into the prize list, the heaviest winner being Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control with nine firsts, six seconds and three 
thirds. This accounts for just half of the blue ribbons of 
the show, aside from the Advanced Registry class which 
is not included in this computation, not yet being an- 
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nounced as these lines are written. Baker Farms of New 
Hampshire, R. E. Eddy, who gets his mail at Poultney, 
Vermont, but whose farm is largely in Washington County, 
New York, showing with the Washington County, New 
York, herd, Charles Bump of Cambridge, New York’s out- 
standing .calf club boy, each succeeded in winning two 
blue ribbons, Baker Farm also taking both grand cham- 
pionships, and Bump, one of the junior championship 
awards. Hurlwood Holstein Farms, of Ashley, Falls, 
Mass., Clover Heights Farms, Pittsford, New York; Quon- 
Quont Stock Farm, Whately, Mass., and Frances Gates, 
Chittenango, N. Y., were the others taking first prizes, 
Gates also winning a junior championship award. Ward 
W. Stevens as judge, worked with great care and delibera- 
tion, and with the afternoon cut short by the program in 
the colliseum, the judging extended over into the third 
day. 
The Bull Classes 

A class of seventeen bull calves opened the show on 
Tuesday morning, and Wisconsin Board of Control drew 
first blood by topping the class with Wisconsin Tritomia 
Lad Ormsby, a son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad. 
It was rather a close fit with the Hurlwood youngster, 
Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 5th, the Jatter having more 
body but the Wisconsin entry excelling in rump, shoulder 
and general quality. Another son of Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby Lad was outstanding in a class of ten junior 
yearlings and last year’s good Wisconsin calf, Wisconsin 
Mentota Ringleader, was forced to take second under last 
vear’s Reserve All-American calf, Hurlwood Sir Segis 
Walker 2d, out in senior yearling form for Francis Gates, 
Chittenango, New York. These were two bulls of quite

Wisconsin Holsteins at her State Fair this year 

with the result that when the smoke had cleared 
away all the blue ribbons save one and all the Champion- 
ships but that for Senior and Grand Champion male had 
found their way to the neighboring commonwealths. The 
invading herds furnished the winners and runners-up in 
all but three cases. Prof. F. B. Fitch of Kansas placed 
the awards and the show was one of the largest ever 
held in the state with 334 showing in the open classes. 
The numbers as usual topped all breeds despite the fact 
that one of the others was staging a so-called regional 
show in connection with the fair. 

Wisconsin with seven blues and the two junior cham- 
pionships and Iowa with eight blues and the senior and 
Grand Championship for females furnished most of the 
fireworks. But Missouri represented by a single herd, 
Fredmar, took two blues and South Dakota with two 
good herds in competition took many ribbons despite the 
fact that no blues fell to their share. Minnesota it is fair 
to state took many ribbons and displayed some very cred- 
itable cattle. The Senior and Grand Championship for 
males went to that state and although the going was too 
hot for most of the Minnesota exhibitors it was due more 
to the exceptional quality of the visiting show herds than 
to a lack of quality on the part of Minnesota cattle. 

Leading the invasion from the Wisconsin side came 
Jefferson County Asylum with a string that accounted for 
five blues and one of the junior championships, Milford 
Meadow, small contribution that took a blue and junior 
championship, George A. Schumacher with a blue and W. 
H. Swartz and Baird Bros., with a full string of good ones. 

The Iowans had Iowana, Maytag, Paul Stewart, Iowa 
Board of Control, W. H. Turner and Schroeeder and Gilley 
in their line up. Iowana took three blues, the Board of 
Control took two and Maytag, Turner and Schroeder and 
Gilley, one each. 

The Minnesota contingent was headed by Wm. 
Schmidt’s Sons, many of the larger exhibitors of former 
years being not represented. It was not a year for Minne- 
sota show herds but seven Minnesota counties competed 
for the county herd prizes, a testimonial to the interest 
that showing has in the state. 

The Schmidt two-year-old, Man ’O War 30th, after 
standing up easily in class was made Senior and Grand 
Champion over Turner’s Butter Boy Prince Ormsby, win- 
ner of the aged bull competition. The Junuior Champion 
male was Sir Ollie Homestead Ebenezer, junuior yearling 
shown by Jefferson County Asylum. The Senior and 
Grand Champion female came from the aged cow class 
and was shown by Schroeder and Gilley of Iowa. This 
cow, Segis Pontiac May Beets, is a new comer to the 
rarified atmosphere of the purple as she did not place well 
at Iowa the week before under Judge Hansen. The Junior

Champion female was shown by Milford Meadows of Wis- 
consin in the calf class and is a very handsome little 
daughter of their chief herd sire, Sir Triune Pansy. 

Nine aged bulls of reasonably good quality were head- 
ed by Mr. Turner’s Butter Boy Prince Ormsby, winner of 
the week before at Iowa State Fair. The Jefferson County 
bull, King Walker Ormsby Uneeda, of similar type but 
lacking the balance of the first bull, stood next to him. 
Minnesota had good representatives in third, fourth and 
fifth places. George A. Schumacher of Wisconsin, an- 
nexed his first blue in the three-year-old class. Redfield 
and Iowana furnished the competition. 

In the two-year-old class, another good ring of them 
was out by the way, the son of Man ’O War that showed 
so well for Schmidt last fall and gave the Griffith two- 
year-old keen competition at Iowa last week, was an out- 
standing winner. He naturally came through to Senior 
and Grand Championship. Maytag’s Nicholas Pietertje 
Ormsby 9th was next in line. Twenty-one were shown 
and the quality was more than good. 

Twelve senior yearlings brought out the Junior Cham- 
pion in Sir Ollie Homestead Ebenezer shown by Jefferson 
County Asylum with a good entry by Henry Bartel Jr. 
in second. Mr. Bartel gave the outsiders some pretty 
good competition before the show was over. An even 
dozen junior yearlings found the Iowana entry first with 
Judge Fitch following Hansen’s placing of the week be- 
fore as far as comparative competition went. Fitch 
changed some of the Hansen placings considerably on the 
Iowa, South Dakota and Missouri cattle that came up to 
this show and were thus under both judges. 

In the calf Class the Iowa Board of Control calf was 
first over Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead shown by 
Maytag. The latter beat out the Board of Control calf 
the week before at Iowa. 

The ringside did not agree at all with Fitch’s placing 
in the aged cow class particularly when he left M. B. 
Ormsby Wayne shown by Maytag in ninth place and put 
up a hitherto unknown cow shown by Mike Stewart for 
Schroeder and Gilley of Iowa. The winner, while a nice 
smooth animal, was considered by the ringside as a bit 
small and perhaps not too perfect underneath. The Schu- 
macher and Dickensen cows were second and third, plac- 
ings which they held the week before at Wisconsin. Lady 
Heilo Gem shown as first prize four-year-old the week 
previously by Iowana after standing for a time at the head 
of the line wound up in fourth place. She and the first 
prize winner were more alike in type. Judge Fitch had 
thirty-eight to look over in very cramped quarters with 
au exhibition of draft horses running down his line from 
time to time and it is small wonder he could not please 
the ringside in this class. 

Netherland Belle Homestead had. no trouble winning

Exposition to Labor Day week materially changed the 

complexion of the Holstein show at this exposition. 
Formerly this was one of the first shows and a real “try- 
out” for the various breeders, but with the date moved 
back to Labor Day other fairs of importance entered into 
competition and as a result the showing at Aurora was 
confined to three herds. Elmwood Farm, Silver Glen and 
John R. Logan of Illinois were the only three herds in at- 
tendance. A few local Illinois breeders and some calf 
club entries completed the showing which totalled but 
65 in contrast with the large numbers that formerly 
jammed the Holstein ring at Aurora. 

With the same judge, R. E. Haeger, and the same 
Illinois exhibitors, Elmwood and Silver Glen, that featured 
the Springfield show of two weeks previous the placings 
were not materially changed from the awards made at 
that show. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld and Milford Pontiac 
Ormsby shown respectively by Elmwood Farm and ‘Silver 
Glen were senior and grand champions in the male and 
female divisions, while Sir Billy Jennie De Kol and Bessie 
Diamond Coquette shown respectively by Silver Glen and 
Elmwood were junior champions in the male and female 
divisions, Lacking the competition of Maytag, Chapman, 
Jefferson County and the Wisconsin Board of Control 
these two herds, Elmwood and Silver Glen, divided the 
honors, with Rasmussen taking 11 blues and Silver Glen 
6. Each herd took a senior and junior championship. 
While the Logan herd had no blue they were contenders 
in four of the classes and furnished the main ‘part of the 
competition for the Elmwood and Silver Glen herds. 

The Silver Glen outfit had 3 blues in the male classes, 
2 in the female and captured one blue in the group show- 
ings, while Rasmussen’s 11 blues were compiled by cap- 
turing 2 blues in the male classes, 5 in the females and all 
but one of the groups. In the get of sire competition Ras- 
mussen made a most Satisfactory showing winning first, 
second, fourth and fifth. The get of King Bessie was 
first and fifth and that of Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
second and fourth. John R. Logan was third in the com- 
petition with the get of Logan Side Hill Ormsby Fayne, 
while the get of Sir Inka Rue, weakened by the absence of 
some of the best of his offspring at Indianapolis where a 
second herd was being shown during the same week, 
could place no better than sixth in the competition at 
Aurora. 

But five animals were shown in the three and two-year- 
old bull classes. Two animals appeared for judgment of 
senior yearlings. Three junior yearlings were shown and 
the largest class of males was senior bull calf with eight 
exhibited. Even in the female classes no large rings were 
exhibited with the exception of senior calf in which 23 
were shown and senior yearlings in which 11 were ex- 
hibited. Chapman Farms, although entered in this show, 
decided to make the Indianapolis stop instead of the 
Aurora showing and the Waukesha County string, al- 
though entered here, went to Minnesota instead. 

We understood the change in dating was made by the 
fair management with an idea of taking advantage of 
Labor Day crowds in attendance and the ‘probable effect 
upon the Aurora show from the standpoint of exhibits 
will tend to make it more atiractive to Illinois breeders. 
The practice of breeders from all over the Middle West 
coming into the earlier show made the competition so ex- 
cessively hard that Illinois breeders, with the exception of 
those having complete herds, found it difficult to earn 
expenses. If the Labor Day date is retained another year 
we should expect that the show will have a great*increase 
in Illinois support, 

In the bull classes that veteran of competition Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld had no difficulty in the three- 
year-old class. Fobes is making week by week improve- 
ment in condition and should be in full bloom again by 
the time the Waterloo and National shows come to hand. 
His competition in the Aurora show was furnished by 
King Piebe Colantha Pontiac Lad and King Rag Apple 
Calamo shown by Silver Glen. 


Senator Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen was brought over 
from the farm by the Silver Glen people to show in the 


CC txpositio the date of the Central States Fair and 


two-year-old class. He had no particular difficulty in wip- 
ning and as his junior yearling brother, Admiral Beauty 
Ormsby Fobes, owned by Emil Titel of Wisconsin and 
Silver Glen won also in his’own division the two were 
unapproachable in this show at least for produce of dam. 
The dam, Vickery Beauty Beechwood 4th, showed next to 
Milford Pontiac Ormsby, champion of the show, in the 
four-year-old or over class for dry cows. 

Judge Haeger again looked over Sir Billy Jennie De 
Kol and King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby very carefully and 
sustained his previous decision at Springfield in favor of 
the Silver Glen bull which went through to junior cham. 
pion. On the week previous, as recorded, Judge H. H. 
Kildee reversed this decision, giving the King Bessie 
youngster the blue over the Silver Glen entry. It would 
not be surprising if under the same judge at some time 
in the future the Aurora placings were to be reversed 
for with two bulls so closely matched and still at an age 
in which they change quite rapidly either might find favor 
on show day. In the opinion of Judge Haeger the Elm- 
wood bull is making at present more improvement than 
is Sir Billy Jennie De Kol. 

King Bessie Ormsby Piebe was a comparatively easy 
winner in the senior bull calf class and next to him stood 
Merivale Sir Ormsby Aaggie and Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazel- 
wood in the same order that they showed up under Hae- 
ger at Springfield. 

At Aurora the aged cows four years old or over are 
divided into two classes and Milford Pontiac Ormsby, 
about ready to freshen, was winner of the competition for 
those not in milk. Vickery Beauty Beechwood 4th owned 
by Emil Titel and ‘Silver Glen stood second in this com- 
petition, In the exhibit for cows in milk the Silver Glen 
four-year-old, Amelia Fayne Heilo, again won a blue over 
Elmwood’s Faith Pontiac Hengerveld 2d in the class. 
Elmwood won blues in the remainder of the female classes 
with the senior yearling Bessie Diamond Coquette going 
through to junior championship. 


At the close of the show four county herds from two 
counties were shown for the Medill McCormick Memorial 
Special. Lake County, tht home county of the Elmwood 
herd, was first and fourth while Kane County, home 
county of the Silver Glen herd, was second and third. 

Naturally the Illinois special classes were unchanged 
and there was no outside competition, a single exception 
to the same being Illinois special for three-year-olds which 
included both the four-year-old and three-year-old animals 
previously shown in open classes.

of the fine display of Holsteins at Michigan State 

Fair this year, the excellent line-up being presented 
entirely by Michigan exhibitors with no out-of-state herds 
on hand for the first time in some years, A total of 170 
nead were in competition, comparing with 240 here last 
year. Arbu Farm and Kennels, Oxford, Michigan, «were 
the heaviest winners, taking nine firsts, three seconds as 
well as grand champion male. Red Rose Dairy Lakefield 
Farms: Sarah VanHoosen Jones, and J. B. Jones were 
the strongest of the other contenders outside of the state 
institution herds of which Traverse City, Michigan Re- 
formatory, and Michigan Home and Training School made 
the best showing. The premier breeder award was won 
py Red Rose Dairy, which, in addition, to two firsts 
and four seconds, had the largest number of ribbons of 
any exhibitor in the show. J. B. Jones, of Romeo, brought 
out the grand champion female in his good cow, Changel- 
ing Burke De Kol, and Lakefield had both of the junior 
champions, the junior male award going to a son of thei 
well known herd sire, Count Veeman Segis Piebe 19th. 
Of the twenty-six exhibitors getting inside the money, in 
cluding a liberal sprinkling of calf club entries, eight suc- 
ceeded in winning one or more first prizes. Those break- 
ing into the blue ribbon column were Arbu Farm and 
Kennels with nine; Traverse City State Hospital with 
three, Red Rose Dairy and Lakefield Farms with two 
each, with J. B. Jones, Michigan Reformatory, Michigan 
Home and Training School and Sarah VanHoosen Jones 
one each. 

Arbu’s. star, Kishie Ormsby Mercedes Lad, went 
through to senior and grand championship after a battle 
in class with the Red Rose three-year-old, Sir Hengerveld 
Persistency and Forum Diamond Designer, last year’s Re- 
serve All-American three-year-old, for J. B. Jones. The 
Arbu bull was not showing in quite as good form as at 
Ohio the week previous, being rather drawn up due to a 
shape-up in shipping. This was the outstanding bull class. 
The calf class, which opened the show, developed into a 
battle between Lakefield’s young son of Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 19th and Arbu’s son of North Star King Mabel 
Kaye, the former finally receiving the call on account of 
greater substance and went through to junior champion- 
ship. 


The aged cow class was quite a field day for Arbu, who 
placed first, second, third, sixth and eighth with their five 
entries, last year’s grand champion, Jewel Lilith Pontiac 
Pride, heading the line-up. She was grand champion at 
Ohio and Michigan last year, but was showing at a handi- 
cap here, having freshened about twelve hours before the 
class was called, With this handicap, she had to yield 
grand championship to Changeling Burke De Kol, the 
splendid four-year-old brought out by J. B. Jones.

FTER a little falling down in numbers last year in 
Aeeain sections, it is gratifying to find the Holstein 

entry list for 1930 consistently far in the lead among 
all the breeds both east and west. In many cases, the Hol- 
stein entries outnumber the next two highest breeds and 
in some cases have shown a higher total than all. other 
dairy breeds combined. 

The Holstein shows of 1930, however, do not depend 
alone upon numbers for their distinction, but are demon- 
strating a higher average of quality throughout than ever 
before in the history of the breed. To even the casual ob- 
server, it is apparent that the Holstein breed is making 
wonderful strides in type improvement. 

This condition reflects credit upon the consistent policy 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America in promot- 
ing type education and in its persistent year after year 
support of the shows, with liberal cash awards. The 
Jersey people, after cutting out the offering of prize money 
at fairs for a number of years, are now coming back ina 
limited way with their regional shows, retracing their 
steps ‘part way and, like the Prodigal Son, they are getting 
a good reception from the show managements receiving 
the regional designation. 

It is evident however, from personal observation at the 
Eastern States Exposition last fall and New York State 
Fair this year, where the eastern Regional shows have 
been held, that this policy by no means takes the place of 
the broad plan of consistent year-after-year support put 
forward by the Holstein-Friesian Association. At Syra- 
cuse this year, the Jersey Regional show was considerably 
overshadowed by both the Holstein and Ayrshire exhibits, 
with practically as many Guernseys out as there were 
Jerseys, while at Eastern States last fall, both the Ayr- 
shires and Guernseys were far in the lead for the strength 
of their show. 

The chief merit of the plan seems to be that the fair 
managements are induced to add a thousand dollars or so 
to their customary offering for the breed, but the benefits 
of showing do not come from a single year’s efforts and 
it is the consistent work year after year that gets the 
results in breed improvement. 


New Dairy Problems 


HILE drought conditions of the past summer over 
W widespread areas of the country have materially 
changed the immediate outlook so far as surplus 
production is concerned, other problems immediately 


arrive that should receive attention at once from th2 lead- 
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ers of the industry. It should be recognized that the 
lowered iproduction resulting from shortage of feed an 
water, together with higher prices for purchased feeds in 
prospect, must result in a higher scale of prices for dairy 
products all down the line. The danger here is that with 
the industrial situation still far from satisfactory and with 
the accompanying reduced purchasing 'power of many COn- 
sumers in our cities, the necessary increases in the prices 
of dairy products will result in a lessened consumption 
and a tendency to turn to the so-called substitutes, 


A remedy would seem to like in a renewed aggressive 
campaign of advertising, setting forth the economy of 
greater use of dairy products, even at considerably higher 
price levels, and also the scientific data demonstrating the 
fact that there are no real substitutes for the ‘product of 
the dairy cow. 

A remedy would seem to lie in a renewed aggressive 
dairy farmers in reducing their cost of production will pe 
of especial timeliness. Culling of herds to eliminate the 
poorer producers must go forward, even though meat 
prices are not quite so satisfactory. Mention has been 
made of the proposal brought forward by the Federal Farm 
Board in the matter of using some of the surplus wheat 
for live stock feed. The Federal Farm Board is willing 
to finance any organization legally formed to guarantee 
farmer’s notes to buy these grains as feed for their cattle, 
There is placed in the hands of the Grain Stablization 
Corporation an ample supply of grains to be sold to cattle 
owners for this purpose. It is a whole-hearted offer of help 
that benefits in two ways; first by ‘providing lower priced 
feed for herd owners, and also helping to remove a part of 
the burdensome surplus of wheat that has been depressing 
the market. 

Another suggestion along this line brought forward by 
the National Dairy Union is the matter of forming a some. 
what similar set-up to bring low-priced western hay, 
especially baled or ground alfalfa, cheaply, directly and 
efficiently to the dairymen who need it from the Missis- 
sippi River east. It is suggested that by prompt action 
through the assistance of county agents and others, this 
low-priced hay can be sent through from Nebraska and 
other alfalfa districts where there is a surplus, in train- 
load shipments. Secretary Loomis, of the Dairy Union, 
proposes that efforts be made at once to secure special re- 
duced rates on such train-load shipments for the benefit 
of eastern dairy farmers. The idea has already been 
suggested to high authority in Washington and, according 
to Mr. Loomis, is receiving consideration, He urges that 
the aid of congressmen from the districts affected be en- 
listed in this effort. 

In the meantime, the milk-marketing situation in the 
New York district is complicated by a _ sensational in- 
vestigation which the district attorney’s office is conduct: 
ing, indicating an apparently well-defined feeling on the 
part of consumers that dairy farmers should absorb all 
of the grief and expense resulting from the drought con- 
ditions of the past summer and rebelling against passing 
on a part of it to the consumer in the form of slightly 
higher prices. Perhaps, this is good politics but it is not 
sound economics. 

These are ‘problems that dairymen individually and the 
dairy industry collectively must put forth their best efforts 
and thoughtful action in meeting and _ solving.

FIELD DAY 
Borrowing a colorful phrase which is currently used by 
middle western stock men, we would say that the Hol- 
stein Field Day held on August 26th by Hancock County 
Holstein Association was significant of “Sun-up” on the 
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farms of a group of young men who have had the courage 
to introduce pure bred Holsteins of exceptional quality 
into the unaccustomed setting of corn belt farms. The 
deeper significance lies in the fact that the sunlight of 
Holstein prosperity outshines the scorching orbit which 
has brought drought and destruction to the corn fields 
and pastures of these farms. 

That Holsteins in this community are symbolic of 
economic stability was evidenced by the fact that the 
bankers and merchants of the community insisted upon 
and were allowed to contribute money and labor to the 
staging of such a Field Day as would bring before the 
visitors a true conception of how and why to breed good 
Holsteins. Twenty-six local breeders participated in the 
event which drew a crowd of some 500 people to the park 
at Adrian, a small town in the center of the Hancock 
County Holstein community. 

Fifty head of cattle from local herds and calf clubs 
were on exhibit and were placed in their respective classes 
by Professor Rhode, who also explained his placing to the 
ringside. 

The forenoon was taken up by exhibition of cattle, 
placing of the Calf Club entries and a judging contest for 
high school teams. The County Holstein Association 
awarded substantial ‘prizes to the Calf Club boys and 
judging contestants. 

Early in the day’s program the three men, E, B. Whit- 
comb, Rolla J. Ash, and Charles Meyers, who brought the 
first pure bred Holsteins to the county nine years ago, 
were introduced and accorded a hearty cheer by the crowd. 
The office of Master of Ceremonies was then turned over 
to Mr. Ash, President of the County Association, whose 
ability in this capacity proved to be exceptional. 

Mr. Ash introduced President H. W. Allyn of the 
Illinois Holstein Association who gave a convincing dis- 
cussion of the subject, “Breeding for Production”. He 
emphasized the necessity of Cow Testing Association and 
disease eradication as two fundamental necessities which 
should precede and accompany any ‘program of breeding. 

Among several visitors who were introduced to the 
gathering was Mr. Harry M. Wood, Delavan, Illinois, who 
is looked upon as the foremost breeder of Holstein cattle 
in the corn belt section of Illinois. 

Professor C. S. Rhode completed the day’s activities 
with a demonstration before an absorbed group of listen 
ers, setting forth the points of desirable Holstein type and 
explaining the reasons for various characteristics which 
go to make up the true type Holstein. 

Two features which contributed much to the occasion 
were the benefit luncheon served by the ladies of the com- 
munity for the Hancock County Orphans Home and the 
music furnished by the High School band whose selectioris 
interspersed the entire program,

Holsteins at Trenton — 


The Holstein show at Trenton, N. J., 
Sept. 1 to 6, was very light again this 
year, with but fifty-six head from four- 
teen herds on exhibition. Chief com- 
petition came from the Overbrook 
Dairy, owned by Essex County Hos- 
pital, Cedar Grove, N. J., and Saucona 
Farms, Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. Ten 
calf club members also helped to 
make things interesting, with both 
junior championships going to junior 
breeders. Saucona Farms, now under 
the management of Quincy Bent, mak- 
ing their initial fair circuit this year, 
took five blues, seven seconds, three 
thirds and two other ribbons, senior 
and grand champion bull, while Over- 
brook accounted for eight blues, three 
seconds, six thirds and five lesser 
prizes, senior and grand champion fe- 
male. In addition, the junior cham- 
pion bull was of Overbrook breeding, 
being a son of Bell Farm Suzone. Due 
to losses sustained from rainy weather 
last season, cattle premiums were re- 
duced to three moneys and six rib- 
bons. This undoubtedly accounted 
somewhat for the lack of support from 
New Jersey breeders in exhibiting 
their animals. Prof. E. J. Perry, Dairy 
specialist for New Jersey, and W. H. 
Hale, manager of Woodbrook Farms. 
N. J., placed the ribbons, and we are 
indebted to Allen N. Crissey, eastern 
Extension representative of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
for the detailed awards. A large ring- 
side followed the placings. 


Two aged bulls were brought out 
by Saucona Farms and Hans Schanz- 
lin & Son, with Saucona Creator 
3eauty Walker, a grandson of Creator, 
owned by Saucona, taking first prize. 
senior and grand championship, an 
honor also won earlier at Pennsyl- 
vania fairs. King Alexina Piebe 6th, 
owned by Robert A. Field, a calf club 
member, was the best two-year-old, 
with a son of King Sweet owned by 
the Hammond Brothers, also calf club 
members, in second place. Overbrook 
Dairy placed third. The yearling class 
brought out the junior champion ‘9 
males in Suzone Sweet Dutch, a son 
of Bell Farm Suzone, owned by Paul 
Dorf, Jr. The New Jersey Manual 
Training School placed a son of Win- 
terthur Bess Burke Best in second 
place, while another son of King Alex- 
ina Piebe, owned by Carlton L. Law- 
rence, calf club member, was third. 
Sons of Bell Farm Suzone and Abeg- 
weit Pluto placed fourth and fifth for 
Overbrook and Saucona Farms. Over- 
brook had the first prize bull calf, 
with Saucona taking second on a son 
of the grand champion bull. 


Countess Sylvia Rag Apple, owned 
by Saucona Farms, took the blue in 
the class for cows five years old or 
over, with Essex Sweet Clothilde 
Beets, a daughter of King Sweet, plac- 
ing second for Overbrook. Overbrook 
took first on a four-year-old daughter 
of King Sweet, as well as first prize 
three-year-old and two-year-old, both 
daughters of King Sweet. The two- 
year-old, Essex Korndyke Sweet, a 
beautiful individual, was made senior 
and grand champion. The _ junior 
champion female, Universal Don Segis 


Topsy Pearl, came in the class of 


senior yearlings, being owned by Jas. 
Lambert, a calf club boy from Lam- 
bertville. She was grand champion 
at the Flemington, N. J., fair the week 
previous. A daughter of the grand 
champion bull won the junior year- 
ling class for Saucona Farms, while 
a young daughter of Bell Farm Suzone 
took the blue for Overbrook in the 
calf class. 

The blue in the get of sire class 
went to Overbrook on the get of Bell 
Farm Suzone with Saucona taking 
second on the get of their champion 
bull, Saucona Creator Beauty Walker. 
Overbrook also placed gets of King 
Sweet in third and fourth places. First 
for produce of dam went to Saucona, 
consisting of the champion bull and a 
sister that did not place. The dam, 
Beauty Walker Zillah, has been grand 
champion at the Allentown, Pa., fair 
for two years.

The Holstein show at the Central 
Canada Exhibition, Ottawa, the third 
week in August, found the herds of 
M. L. McCarthy, New Brunswick; A. 
H. Fair Hemlock Park Farms, King- 
ston, Ontario; T. O. Dolson, Brampton, 
and R. A. Profitt, Freetown, P. E. L, a 
little too strong for the local exhibit- 
ors.

His 
dam has 21 lbs. of butter as a junior 
2-vear-old and is continuing very well 
on yearly test, having 400 lbs. of fat 
in her first six months. Her udder is 
exceptionally good. She is a Prilly 
daughter from a Creator dam with 702 
lbs. of fat. Thus this calf combines 
the blood of two Gold Medal sires. 


He is a good individual with an 
attractive head and a stylish appear- 
ance. He had been in his new home 
only a couple of weeks when he was 
showed at the Olmstead Co. Fair 
where he was first prize junior bull 
calf and was made junior champion.

different type, the Wisconsin entry being more upstand- 
ing and rangey, while Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 2d is 
a blocky-built youngster, not quite as good at the tail 
head and pin bones but strong through the heart and gen- 
erally well-balanced. The two-year-old bulls, as is the 
case all around the circuit this year, made up a great 
class, with Brookholm Inka 27th, last year’s All-American 
junior yearling shown by Baker Farm, an outstanding 
winner, later going through to senior and grand cham- 
pionship. Last year’s first prize junior yearling at Syra- 
cuse, Clover Heights Transmitter, now owned by Harold 
H. Smith, has developed into a two-year-old of great flash 
that would be hailed as an outstanding winner in any 
ordinary year. Wisconsin Board of Control, H. V. Bump 
and Kingsford Farms, placing fourth, fifth and sixth, all 
had very creditable entries. The three-year-old class was 
another hot one, last year’s Reserve All-American two- 
year-old, Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, going to the top. 
He has grown out grandly into a three-year-old of re- 
markable scale and strength, and was a very close fit 
when it came to the senior championship contest. Wis- 
consin’s good two-year-old of last year, Sir Ollie Korndyke 
Ormsby Johanna, more of an upstanding type and with 
great style and flash, placed second over Middleton Farms’ 
Stenzel Sir Fayne Ormsby, a position that might easily 
have been reversed had the Middleton bull not been show- 
ing a little lame. T. J. Watson’s famous winner, Abegweit 
Lea Rooker, one of the outstanding two-year-olds of last 
year, could do not better than fourth. He was probably 
the best bull in the ring from his hips forward, but was 
too round in the hams and close built to suit Judge 
Stevens in that respect. It is seldom that four as good 
three-year-olds come together in one ring. The aged bulls 
were a very uneven class, old Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Lad going to the top for Wisconsin Board of Control, and 
Robens & Son placing second on Sir Walker Inka Home- 
stead and Knowles third on a son of Dutchland Colantha 
The Great. There were some mighty good bulls well 
down the line. Brookholm Inka 27th was made senior 
champion after a very close desicion over the three-year- 
old, Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, and had no difficulty 
in taking the grand honors over the junior champion, 
Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 2d. 
The Female Classes 

The heifer calf class numbered over sixty entries, but 
only 41 were out, due to a conflict with the junior judg- 
ing, so that the club calves were for the most part unable 
to compete. They were a fine lot of youngsters, Judge 
Stevens being able to pick out only nineteen to send to 
the barn in his first cut, leaving twenty-two for final con- 
sideration. Wisconsin Board of Control finally took first 
and third on an outstanding pair of daughters of Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby Lad, first place going to Wisconsin 
Pinky Tritomia and third to Wisconsin Flossie Tritomia, 
the latter having received a higher ranking at earlier 
shows but Judge Stevens preferring the Pinky calf be- 
cause of better width of pin bones. Baker Farm’s good 
calf, Baker Farm Papoose, out of Tritomia Papoose Piebe 
2d, was sandwiched between the pair, a splendid calf but 
of rather different type from the two Wisconsin young- 
sters, being more of the stamp of Clover Heights Janet 
Burke, a daughter of Burke of the Bess Burkes, owned 
by Clover Heights Farm, in fourth place. Owen D. Young 
Farm had a strong daughter of Dutchland Denver The 
Great in fifth place, and there were many outstanding 
entries that had to be left entirely out of the money. 

Wisconsin and Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad scored 
again in the junior yearling class with Julia Ormsby Tri- 
tomia at the top of the line, William McReynolds having 
a very outstanding entry in second position. 

Outstanding among the twenty-four senior yearlings 
was Lauderdale Sadie Model, owned by Charles Bump, 
Cambridge, New York. This heifer will be remembered 
as the winner in the calf class at New York State Fair 
last year and the first prize club heifer at the National 
Dairy Show. She has developed into a sensational senior 
yearling and went through handily to junior champion- 
ship. She has one of the finest top lines and rumps 
brought out in many a day. 

An innovation was adopted here in the two-year-old 
class, which was shown in two sections, dry and in milk. 
The dry section numbered eleven and was headed by Lady 
Ormsby Pietertje Beets, a very tidy youngster from the 
R. E. Eddy herd, sired by Ormsby Sensation 45th. Wis- 
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consin Board of Control placed one, two in the class of 
fifteen milking heifers, with a very milky one to top 
with plenty of flash but not quite so much dairy quality 
in the second winner. Judge Stevens stated that in the 
three-year-old class, he never saw three as good ones in 
one class. Wisconsin Board of Control finally carried off 
the blue with Korndyke Bess Piebe Alice, a very stylish, 
mature-looking heifer and evidently a real producer. Chas. 
Bump placed second with Lauderdale Susie Marathon, a 
maternal sister of his junior champion, carrying the same 
style, topline and rump. R. E. Eddy placed third with 
Trixy Ormsby Beets sired by Ormsby Sensation 45th, a 
leader of her class this past year in long-time test. All 
three of these heifers had friends in the gallery for first 
place and no one could have found much fault with any 
one of the three in this position. In the four-year-old 
class, Clover Heights Farm placed at the top with Clover 
Heights Agatha Lady, one of the high record members 
of their herd, H. V. Bump coming second on Lauderdale 
Lillian Ormsby, and R. E. Eddy third with Newmont 
Ormsby Jewel, another of the daughters of Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th that is American champion producer in two- 
year-old form. With a little better udder, the last named 
would easily have gone to the head of the class. The 
aged cows numbered twenty-nine, and made one of the fin- 
est displays of the year in this class. There were no real 
tail-enders brought out and the seventeen which Judge 
Stevens retained for final consideration made a grand 
display. Baker Farm finally headed the line with Queen 
Clothilde Echo May, a Canadian cow that placed second 
in the milking class at the Royal last year. Hurlwood was 
second with Meadowridge Inka Ladoga, a wonderful bod- 
ied cow with her udder somewhat out of shape at present. 
T. J. Watson, of New Jersey, placed third with Korndyke 
Champion Belle, another Canadian,bred cow, carrying the 
finest udder in the ring and who, with a little smoother 
tail-setting and strength in the loins, might have gone 
higher. The winner went through to senior and grand 
championship. The Advanced Registry class brought out 
21 entries, by far the greatest line-up ever seen at this 
show. The final awards have not been announced in 
time for inclusion in this report as they include credits 
for production along with the arbitrary type scoring given 
by the judge. 
The Groups 

The Get of Sire class brought out a fine line-up with 
R. E. Eddy reaching the top with four splendid milking 
daughters of Ormsby Sensation 45th. It is plexsing to 
see four daughters of one sire go to the top in a class like 
this, particularly when two of them are class leaders for 
production. The very sweet young Get by Tritomia Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Lad took second for Wisconsin Board of 
Control, with a Get of Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker in 
third place for Hurlwood. In the class for Produce of 
Cow, one of the sensational groups of the year was 
brought out by Charles O. Bump, New York’s outstand- 
ing calf club boy, with his junior champion senior year- 
ling and second prize three-year-old heifer. They are ex- 
actly alike in type and perhaps will give the Mankato 
Lassie and Colantha Copia produce groups of Griffith and 
Arbu something to think about when they come together 
at the National later on. Quon-Quont Stock Farm won 
the dairy herd, Wisconsin Board of Control heading the 
graded herd, and young herd classes. 


The county herd competition brought out seven entries, 
vith Washington County far in the lead with what is 
probably the greatest county herd in the whole history 
of this class at New York State Fair, the Otsego-Herkimer 
cembination was in second place, Oswego County coming 
third and Chenango, Onondaga, Tioga and Lewis follow- 
ing in the order named. 

The results of the three-day butterfat contest for the 
Alasa Farms trophy should be highly gratifying to the 
Ayrshire contingents, as a representative of this breed, 
owned by J. H. Steward, won first place, with a Holstein 
from the herd of R. E. Deuel of Manlius, in second place.

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At Aurora and Minnesota 


Sixty-five head of Holsteins at 
Aurora is a strange contrast to the 
numbers that have jammed this show 
for the past two or three years. The 
Central States Exposition has been 
well provided with fair money by the 
management and the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association. Even special pro- 
vision is made for Illinois classes so 
that an Illinois owned animal winning 
in the open class earned $60 for a first 
prize. The change in dates with com- 
peting fairs in Minnesota, Indiana and 
Michigan accounted for the falling off 
in exhibits. The fair will undoubtedly 
take a more local character hereafter. 
This, we understand, is somewhat in

THE FOREIGN DAIRY SITUATION 

A marked decline in importation of 
all dairy products into the United 
States is shown by trade figures for 
July. As indicated in recent reviews, 
the increase in import duties, effective 
June 18, was anticipated to a consid- 
erable extent in May and early June 
with the result that importation dur- 
ing those months was abnormally 
heavy and some falling off immediate- 
ly following the new tariff was to be 
expected. Imports of cheese, for in- 
stance, amounted to 12,356,358 pounds 


during May, 6,097,256 pounds during 
June, and 3,106,393 pounds during 
July. During July of last year, cheese 


imports were quite normal at 6,653,- 
492 pounds. The falling off in im- 
ports of cream and milk from Canada 
is most marked, amounting to 126.922 
gallons of cream and 171,507 gallons 
of milk against imports during July 
of last year amounting to 461,637 gal- 
lons and 598,636 gallons, respectively. 
Butter imports, which have been in 
small volume show further decline 
despite some widening of the margin 
in favor of domestic prices. 

European butter markets continue 





relatively weak with prices continu- 
ing to decline to date while domestic 
prices are rising. On August 21, with 
92 score in New York at 39.2 cents 
and the Copenhagen quotation equiv- 
alent to 28.7 cents a pound, the mar- 
gin has now widened to 10.5 cents, an 
unusual difference for this season of 
the year. 

As during other recent months, the 
low price prevailing in the European 
markets is not the result of unusually 
heavy supplies so much as of weak 
demand. German imports of butter 
during July were heavier and British 
imports lighter than a year ago, the 
combined imports of 93,672,000 pounds 
practically equalling those of 94,019.- 
000 pounds during July of last year. 
For the 7 months, January-July, like- 
wise, the combined German and Brit- 


ish imports of butter amounting to 
627,272.000 pounds were actually light- 


er than a year ago, when during the 
corresponding period 629,540,000 
pounds were imported. Prices at the 
end of August, on the other hand, 
were generally about 20 per cent low- 
er, than a year earlier.—U. S. Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. 


WORLD’S LARGEST PRINTING 


PLANT 
The Year Book of Agriculture is 
the largest single piece of printing 


produced in the largest printing plant 
in the world, the Government Print- 


ing Office in Washington. Over 
400,000 copies of the Year Book were 
issued for distribution mainly by 


members of Congress. This book of 
about 1,080 pages this year used more 
than 1,300,000 lbs. of paper and the 
completed books, if stacked one upon 
the other, would reach a height of ap- 
proximately eleven miles. Although 
it is the largest single piece of print- 
ing done by the Government Printing 
Office, it represents only a small fac- 
tor in the total amount of printing 
done in this great establishment 
which uses more than 60,000,000 Ibs. 
of paper a year. All told, the Public 
Documents Division of the Govern- 
ment Printing Office distributes ap- 
proximately 50 million copies of pub- 
lications yearly and in addition more 
than nine million copies are disposed 
of by sale. Bulletins and periodicals 
issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture account for nearly 25 million 
copies of the total distribution.

SCIENCE BIG FACTOR 
IN DAIRY PROGRESS 


Profitable Utilization of Vast Quan- 
tities of Byproducts Shows Value of 
Research Says O. E. Reed Chief of 
U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry 


The future of the dairy industry de- 
pends largely upon the application of 
science to dairying, said O. E. Reed, 
chief of the Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
in an address today (August 8) at the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Wooster. Mr. Reed discussed gen- 
eral trends in the dairy industry at 
“Ohio Dairy Day.” 

“Science will show us new and bet- 
ter methods,” said Mr. Reed. “No 
other food commodity is so closely re- 
lated as milk to health and general 
welfare. There is need for more re- 
search work, not merely to promote 
the dairy industry, but to protect and 
promote public health. 

“Much scientific research and ex- 
perimental work in dairying is under 
way at the State colleges of agricul- 
ture and experiment stations, in com- 
mercial laboratories, and in the U. S. 
Bureau of Dairy Industry. This bu- 
reau, which is principally a research 
organization, cooperates with other 
agencies in dairy research, and strives 
constantly to increase these coopera- 
tive relations.” 

In recent years research laborator- 
ies have made great progress in find- 
ing ways of utilizing profitably skim- 
milk, buttermilk, and whey, the by- 
products of butter and cheese, Mr. 
Reed said. He cited figures to show 
that vast and increasing quantities of 
these materials formerly wasted are 
now being utilized commercially. 

“In 1918 the production of con- 
densed skim-milk, used principally in 
baking, ice-cream, and confectionery, 
was 54,000,000 pounds. The produc- 
tion increased by leaps and bounds 
until in 1926 it was 148,000,000 pounds. 
In 1918 the production of condensed 
buttermilk, used principally in feed- 
ing live stock, was 12,000,000 pounds; 
in 1926 it was 86,000,000 pounds, more 
than seven times as great. In 1918 
the production of skim-milk powder, 
used in baking, ice-cream, sausage- 
making, and calf-feeding was 26, 
000,000 pounds; in 1929 the produc- 
tion was 147,000,000 pounds. In 1918 
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the production of casein, used chiefly 
in coating printing papers, was about 
11,000,000 pounds; in 1926 it was near- 
ly 17,000,000 pounds. In 1918 the pro- 
duction of crude milk sugar was about 
3,300,000 pounds; in 1926 it was near- 
ly 4,500,000 pounds. 

“ «In the dairy industry as in other 
industries,” Mr. Reed said, “it may 
happen that byproducts largely 
wasted or poorly utilized today will 
become main products tomorrow. Our 
dairy industry is striving to discover 
and make the most of its opportun- 
ities.” 





DROUGHT AREA FEED-SHIPMENT 
PERMITS TOTAL 3,733 
CARLOADS 


Permits for shipment of feeds to 
drought stricken areas totalling 3,733 
carloads were reported to the chair- 
man of the Federal Drought Commit- 
tee, Arthur M. Hyde, by M. J. Gorm- 
ley, Executive Vice President of the 
American Railway Association, Sep- 
tember 3. 

At the close of business, noon, Sep- 
tember 3, 2,180 permits had been is- 
sued for 3,733 carload shipments. Of 
these, 1,254 carloads were for destin- 
ations in Virginia; 784 for West Vir- 
ginia points; 357 for Maryland; 72 for 
Pennsylvania; 611 for Ohio; 305 for 
Kentucky; 53 for Tennessee; 285 for 
Indiana; 7 for Illinois; 4 for Arkansas 
and 1 for Mississippi. Feeds included 
in these shipments are mill feed, 44 
per cent; corn, 3 per cent; oats. 5 
per cent; and hay and straw, 48 per 
cent. 

These permits have been issued on 
certification by county’ extension 
agents that the feeds are needed be- 
cause of conditions created by the 
drought. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture on August 19 designated county 
extension agents to certify to the 
local railroad agents all applications 
entitled to the reduced rates on feeds 
and water offered by the railroads 
under authorization of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Sources of available feedstuffs have 
been located by the department and 
other organizations associated in the 
drought relief work and the informa- 
tion sent to state governors and 
drought committees and to state ex- 
tension directors for the use of conn- 
ties desiring to obtain shipments. Ad- 
ditional information is being collected 
for such use.
